Aa soon aa the whobaalers fnund that this Insur" 
a nee prot »oHon waa endangereil the? reducod th»*i r II nea of credit and in 
slated apon immediate paymfct-t. tbe important banks, life insurance 
companies and other m»nej -loaning} Interests stopped negotiations for 
loans and einrt^Ages because the prdpertv upon which their money was 
eecured c.iuio not be protected with lue-urance, and gave notice that ex- 
isting loaus woiil i uoi be renewed. "The result sras that building opera- 
tions in the large cities of Missouri,! amounting to millions of dollars, 
wu> stopped until the Insurance suarjeiislou was ended, with losses all 
down the tine to contractors, auppljjineu and thousands of w<>rkmeu and 
building laborers.

companied by insurance policies, were unable to get such accommoda- 
tion, aud iu conai qa»noe enormous tjuatitl ties or such staples were taken 
out ol the »tate or diverted from their usual destination.

The pr. tesif of the business Interests, forced 
by their uecessities. finally became ao strung that tbe state ar range 
compromise with the insurance companies, uuder winch they wet 
abled to resume business with safety Under this compromise the at- 
torney general declared void and Illegal the specialty obnoxions feature 
ol the Orr law, the suits beguu against the insurance companies by the 
state were dropped, aud a uomuiissmu was appointed hv the governor to 
formulate a new aud up-to-date code of luturance laws for the »tate, 
which would secur* the desirable end of lower rates by reduoiug the tires 
which are the basis of rates, instead of enacting laws which merely In- 
cretse the cost of insurance

A company has been formed 
lor compressing natural gas from 
the West Virginia aud Oklahoma 
ti.nl- Into a liquid, and to |j 
tribute the product over the 
cuiiitry for illuminating in. I 
power purpose*. The inventors 
of the process say that liquid ^as 
will giv. II" 400 ouotc feet of gae 
for each one cubic f e of Jthe 
liquid. 

After compression the liquid 
gas is to be placed in tankis which 
withetand a pressure of 1,500 
pounds to the >iu.< 1 • inch, but 
the gas will be putiuto the tanks 
at 400 pounds pressure to the 
square inch. The problem of 
comprcs.li in; and selling natural 
gas in this form bus been often 
discussed, but natural gas ineu 
have seid t' at it is unpractical. 
Whether tue process of the new 
company will be a success can- 
not now be told, hut if it proves 
commeicially successful it may 
open up a new industry for the

I f the ciiinpaiiK « hud soughl to punitdi 
the people of Kentucky they coal 1 have cancelled their entire in- 
surance in force, which would liav» precipitated bosineu cbaoi, 
instead of merely stopping the writing of further policies. 

The contpuiies are actually so II, -ring severely for a principle 
Thiy liiiv* cut off a premium income ol $."> 000,000 a year, and ate 
carrying a liability of insurance in force of $400,000,000, flkbjetit 
to a crushing conflagration loss a* anv moment, »>ut without any 
compensation premium income. It is true that the busiui** la 
Kentucky for the past two years has been unprofitable, the com- 
panies having paid out about $1.10 for every dollar they have re- 
ceived in the state. It was uot because of this that the compa klei 
stopped business, however, for insurance is necessarily optimistic, 
and the compauies are always hoping that the tide of losses will 
turo, But any saviut on future fires is mo-e than offset by the 
losses in other ways. The compauies are suffering from the ad 
verse effect on their agencv plante, which have been built up 
through many years at great labor and expense, and which will 
naturally depreciate as a result of the suspeubio:i, because of the 
many agents who will go iuto other lines. They are also opening 
he way to the competitions of mutual?, niter-insurance concerns, 
wildcats and the various forms of more or less discredited insur- 
ance which has a chance only when the staudard protection is not 
available. The insurance agents of Kentucky beir the hrunt fit 
the burdeu, since their income is cut off entirety, and it i» esti 
mated, that the commissions on the Kentucky business amount t/i 
$1,000,000 a year, .
